Fight letter-bombs were detected 
in post offices In-Tel Aviv and the 
north of the country yesterday. All 
had been mailed in Turkey. The let- 
ters, weighing about 70 grams, were 
enclosed in normal airmajl envel- 
opes coloured white or pink and size 
9 by 15 cms. 

All the envelopes carried three 
stamps in the right hand corner, two 
valued at 250 Kurueh and one at 50 
Kuruah. ᾿ 

In the morning, postal security 
workers detected two of the letters 
in the central Haifa sorting office, 
addressed to Afula residents. Two 
more were found in ‘the Migdal Ha'- 
emek post office, one addressed to 
the Beged Or plant, and one in 
Kibbutz Misra in the Jezre‘el valley. 

“A police sapper who dismantled 
the letter-bombs found ‘them ail 
boobytrapped with bombs powerful 
enough to kill whoever opened them. 

The discoveries sparked an alert 
to all post offices to be on the look- 
out for suspect mail from Turkey. In 
the afternoon, three more letter- 
bombs were found in a Tel Aviv 
branch. These had: been posted on 
January 25 in Istanbul.

Members of the Prime Minister's 
conference on Israel Bonds were 
guests of the armed forces yester- 
day, inspecting Navy and Air Force 
installations. 

On arrival at a northern naval base 
yesterday morning, the 160 members 
of the Conference were briefed by 
the O/C Navy, Aluf Einyamin Tel- 
em, who outlined the problems fac- 
ing tthe force since the Six Day 
War. 

The Bonds leaders, who hail from 
70 communities in the U.S., Canada, 
Mexico and South America, took to 
sea to watch naval patrol boats and 
missile craft from close range dur- 
ing firing practice. A submarine also 
took part in the demonstration. 

Later, visiting Kishon Port, the 
group members inspected the Israel 
Shipyards and studied several proj- 
ects currently under construction. 

At an Air Force base, somewhere 
in the North, the group met with 
the O/C Air Force, Aluf Mordechai 
Hod, who spelled out what it costs 
Israel to maintain its air supremacy 
and what would be the result if this 
supremacy were lost, 

The Bonds leaders noted that Is- 
rael's deterrent capability was main- 
tained at great expense to other 
sectors of the economy — specifi- 
cally the development budget, which 
Bonds heip finance. 

Later, at the base where they ate 
lunch, the Bond leaders inspected 
modern war planes and saw pilots 
scramble on short notice.

one of those ordered by the leaders 
of the Yishuv to remain in the 
British Army in order to gain fur- 
ther military experience. However 
he and other Jewish officers and 
N.C.0O.s were discharged for their 
part in the defence of the Jewish 
ecommualty in Tel Aviv and Jaffa 
during the Arab riots of 1921. 

Dori then studied engineering at 
the Technological Institute in Ghent, 
Belgium, staying an additional two 
years to gain practical experience in 
Belgian factories. 

Qn his return, in 1926, he was 
appointed director of the Jewish 
Agency's Technical Department and 
was charged with the establishment 
of new settlements. He became in- 
creasingly active in the Hagana, 
which was then being organized into 
military units, and in 1929 was 
appointed commander of the Haifa 
area. From the early 1930s he 
devoted himseif entirely to Hagana 
affairs, and became head of the 
Hagana national training bureau 
when this section was formed. 

Two years later, the Jewish Agency 
called him to take charge of muli- 
tary matters for the whole country. 
At the outbreak of World War I. 
in 1939, the Hagana general staff 
was formed, and Dori {whose under- 
ground name was “Dan") was ap- 
Ppolnted its chief. In 1946 he waa 
Sent to the U.S. on a Hagana pur- 
chasing mission but resumed his 
Post on his return in 1947. 

When the State was established 
and the Hagana became the Is- 
rael Defence Forces, Dori became 
its first Chief of Staff. He was one 
of those who helped transform the 
Hagana from an underground into 
ἃ modern army which successfully 
defended Israel in the War of In- 
dependence, 
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For health reasons he _ retired 
from the army in 1950, with the 
permanent rank of Rav-Aluf con- 
ferred on him by the Knesset. Then 
Prime Minister Ben-Gurion appoint- 
ed him to head the Scientific De- 
partment attached to the Prime 
Minister's Office. He served in this 
post until 1953. 

From 1951 to 1965 he served as 
President of the Technion. Under 
his direction the government set 
aside a 1,200-dunam area on Mount 
Carmet for Technion City. It grew 
into a large technological univer- 
sity, with the addition of new de- 
partments and an increase in the 
student body from 2,000 in 1951 
ἐσ 15,000 in 1965. 

In 1965, Dori retired from the 
presidency and served as 2 mem- 
ber of the Board of Governors. 

From then until 1969 he served 
on the Halfa City Council and as 
Deputy Mayor, representing the 
Rafi list. 

Dori received awards and titles 
from Italy and France, Brandeis 
University, the Technion and from 
the City Council of Haifa, which 
made him a Freeman of the town. 

One of Ya'acov Dori's sons, Tat- 
Aluf Yerahmiel Dori, recently left 
the army after serving as chief 
engineer. The other son, Zvi, is a 
staff member of the Technion De- 
partment of Chemistry. His daugh- 
ter, Eytana, is a scientist.

In the Knesset Education Com- 
mittee, which was discussing the 
problems of Israel Television yes- 
terday, Broadcasting Authority 
Director-General Shmuel Almog said 
thet one-channe! TV could never 
satisfy the cultural demands of the 
entire population. The viewers’ 
cultural level is fairly mediocre, 
he said. 

Mr. Almog said the Israeli public 
had to be educated in the use of 
TV. Television could be a medium 


for communicating culture but 
could not be a substitute for 
books, plays, concerts and high-

The crisis in cultural creativity 
in Israel reflects on domestic TV 
productions, Mr. Almog said. The 
fact that not enough high-quality 
culture is produced in 81] local art 
fields makes it difficult for Israel 
TV to get good material and adapt 
it for broadcasting at a high level. 

Taking the problems of the “Is- 
rae] Broadcasting Theatre” as one 
example, Mr. Almog said the 3e- 
rles was hampered by inadequate 
budget and a shortage of talent. 

The Knesset Education Commit- 
tee is due to draft a series of rec- 
ommendations to the plenum 
shortly concerning the problems of 
Israel TV.

BRUSSELS (Reuter). — Nato am- 


bassadors yesterday gave the final 
§0-shead for East-West exploratory 
tars on Central Wuropean force 
cuts to start in Vienna tomorrow, 
alliance officials said. 

The decision to meet the Soviet 
Union and other members of the 
Warsaw pact came at a two-hour 
meeting of the Nato council. 

Seven Nato nations with forces in 
Central Europe will be sending 
Degotiaters to Vienna for the ex- 
Ploratory talks on troop cuts, called 
mutual and balanced force reduc- 
tons (MBFR). 

The Western countries involved 
are the U.S. and Canada, Britain, 
‘West Germany, Belgium, Holland 
and Luxembourg. France, which 
algo has forces in West Germany, 
is ignoring MBFR because it 
opposes bloc to bloc negotiations. 

The seven Nato nations in Nov- 
ember invited the Soviet Union and 
four of her Warsaw pact allies — 
East Germany, Poland, 
slovakia and Hungary — to attend 
the exploratory contacts. But the 
Soviet Union made it clear to the 
‘Western allies over the weekend 
that Rumania and Bulgaria, al- 
though not directly affected by 
Central European force reductions,

Turkey tries to 
avoid reprisals 


against Armenians 
leading - 


ANKARA (AP). — A 
Turkish newspaper yesterday joined 
an effort to head off possible 
reprisals against the Armenian 
community in Turkey for the murder 
of two Turkish diplomats by an 
Armenian-American. 


“We absolve our Armenian citizens 
in Turkey of blame in this dreadful 
incident,” wrote Adbdi Ipekel in an 
editorial in the “Milliyet” news- 
‘paper. 

Calling the California killings of 
Turkey's Los Angeles consul-general 
and an aide “gruesome vengeance,” 
Ipekei said factions of Armenians 
abroad still fostered campaigns of 
slander against Turkey. 


“These campaigns do not restrict 
themselves to the past,” Ipekci sald, 
referring bo the Turkish terror cam- 
paign which drove masses of Armen- 
jans from Turkey under the Ottoman 
empire. “They also claim that the 
Axnmenien community still living in 
Turkey is oppressed and terrorized.” 

In Istanbul, where most of the 
Turkish Armenian minority lives, 
police and troops guarded Armenian 
churches, schools and the Patriar- 
chate to forestall possible reprisals.

The appel- 
lant had argued, he noted, that the 
compensation should be calculated 
in accordance with the price which 
the appellants could have received 
for the fruit on the trees, without 
any deductions for any expenses in- 
curred by the respondents up to 
that point, as the latter had know- 
ingly and deliberately continued to 
occupy the grove after they should 
have returned it. He could not al- 
ow this argument, as in his opinion 
a defendent should not be required 
to pay compensation amounting to 
more than the actual loss suffered 
by the plaintiff; and if the defen- 
dant had incurred the same expen- 
diture as the plaintiff would have 
had to incur in order te produce a 
crop of fruit if he had worked the 
land himself, there would appear to 
be no reason, either in law or ‘or 
the sake of justice, why this ex- 
penditure should not be taken into 
account in calculating the compensa- 
tion due to the plaintiff. 

Justice Berinson then went on to 
survey English precedents on the 
subject, noting that in a case simi- 
Jar to the one under consideration 
it was decided in England that the 
compensation payable for a crop 
which had been converted should be 
the value of the crop minus the 
administrative expenses incurred by 
the defendant — and this despite 
the fact that the latter had contin- 
ued to occupy the land after ἃ 
court order requiring him to return 
it had been given and the court 
had found his conduct to be care 
less from the beginning and brazen 
and recalcitrant after the order had 
been handed own. 

In Israel, he continued, he thought 
that the rule which should be ap- 

pied, in general, in view of the 
Fact that the Civil Ordi- 
nance provides (in Section 76(1)) 
that compensation shall be awarded 
in respect only of such damage as 
would naturally arise in the usual 
course of things, should be as fol- 
lows: when a defendant unlawfully 
deprives a plaintiff of the poses- 
sion of land which bears fruit, for 
any period, then he shali compen- 
sate the plaintiff in accordance with 
the _, value of the crop during that 
period, minus the expenses incurred 

producing it. 

In the particular case under con- 
sideration, he concluded, if the ex- 
penses incurred in producing the 
fruit in the grove were deducted 
from the value of the fruit, then 
the net income from the grove 
would not even reach the estimat- 
ed rent for the grove which the 
District Court had decided to award 
in Leu of compensation. There was 
no cause, therefore, for interfering 
with the District Court's decision 
to grant the appellants rent of 
1200 per dunam per year for the 
pertod 1959 to 1961. 

Justice Berinson did, however, 
think that the appellants should not 
have been deprived of costs in the 
District Court and that they should 
have been awarded advocate's fees 
of 13,000.
